What it all means Is that 
promotion and relegation is 
by no means a certainty. 

PSL club officials with 
whom “Soccer Action” has 
spoken, argues that the 
league has not approved the 
promotion-relegation sch- 
eme. League Officials deny 
this and argue that the ASF 
will force the scheme through 
because the ASF represents 
the States and in every State 
there Is strong pressure from 
the top leagues for passing 
into the PSL. 


When it was put to NSW 
Federation president Kar! 
Rodny that the promotion- 
relegation scheme had more 
loopholes than a sieve, he 
said; “It is up to the ASF to 
make sure the scheme goes 
ahead. It is up to the ASF to 
protect the States. Promotion 
and relegation was one of the 
conditions under which the 
Philips League was es- 
tablished.” 


Now, let's look at some 
hypothetical situations that 
could arise under the 
proposed scheme. 

In the Victorian State 
League, Essendon Croatia 
and Preston Makedonia are 
the only two clubs with any 
sizeable support — yet, the 
“match of the year” between 
the two drew only 6000 peo- 
ple to Olympic Park, whereas

a match of equal importance 
between Hellas and Alex- 
ander would draw up to 
15,000 or more. 


Waste of cash 


But that aside, let's say the 
top four finishing order is: 1. 
Stavia, 2. Hakoah, 3. 
Frankston, 4. Sunshine. 

Under the league’s criteria, 
all four would be ineligible for 
promotion because none has 
sufficient support. 

More realistically, Croatia 
and Makedonie will be among 
the leaders at the end of 1979, 
because both will continue 
spending to stay up there. 

But they could stay on top 
of the ladder and stil] not be 
promoted. Let's not forget 
that a Victorian team can go 
up only if a Victorian team 
comes down. 

In other words, they could 
be wasting big money and 
getting into financial difficulty 
whereas they could be much 
better off without that elusive 
lure dangling in front of them. 

The same applies to 
Sydney. Croatla, APIA and 
perhaps Melita Eagles would 
come under consideration for 
promotion, but to stay near 
the top, they would have to 
spend big money without any 
guarantee that a Sydney club 
will finish last in the PSL. 

If the top four were Auburn, 
Granville, Manly and Arnciiffe 
Scots, all would be rejected 
for lack of support. 

In Adelaide, none of the 
State League teams has even 
a quarter of the crowd that 
follows elther West Adelaide
